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OUR NAVY. 


Tae Providence Star, of Aug. 16, in an editorial 
article headed ‘‘ Our Navy,” endeavors to correct some 
popular raisapprehensions concerning this branch of our 
military service. It argues that the very fact of the 
weakness of the Navy in ships make its personne/ the 
sole source of its prestige among foreign nations. To 
show how impossible it is to improvise such a body of 
officers for an emergency, the Star says: ‘A naval 
officer’s duties differ in two respects from those of an 
Army officer: the former has to handle a great, com- 
plicated, and delicate machine, while the latter manages 
men only; and, moreover, the element whereon bis 
duties are performed 1s changing and moving, threaten- 
ing vessel and crew with constant dangers of varied 
character, which can be foreseen and guarded against 
only by those who have a special technical knowledge, 
a knowledge which no amount of theoretical instruction 
can give, but which must be gained solely by long ex- 
perience. It is this fact that makes a standing Navy a 
necessity and that requires the retention of a number of 
Officers in the service. But also there are other reasons, 
some of great importance and others that could well be 
dispensed with. It is not fair to compare the ratio of 
officers to men in the Navy with that in the Army. 
One naval officer can command as many men as an Army 
Officer, but his duties are far more to his ship than to 
hismen. At all hours of the day and night there must 
be a watchful, trained, and experienced detail of officers 
on duty, and their number as compared to the number 
of men, must be greater than the ratio existing in the 
Army, since the ship is a complex world in itself, de- 
manding, entirely independent of the care of the men, 
a degree of attention and skill having no parallel in the 
Army. Then the scientific work of the Navy requires 
no small number of officers.” The Star adds that 
‘well-informed foreign officers do not hesitate to say 
that our torpedo service is by far the best in the world. 
It has been built up by the graduates of the Naval 
Academy to its present perfection.” It proceeds to 
ask : 

What then is the best manner in which our Navy can be 
made effective? It would be highly experimental and risky 
to build iron-clads which might be obsolete before they were 
completed. These things cannot be built in a day, it is true; 
but they are too expensive to be built and then cast aside as 
worthless. Let ux then provide liberally for torpedo experi- 
ments for immediate defence in case of war, and, if war 
comes, defend ourselves therewith until we can build offen- 
sive ships to meet our enemies; cut down the Navv-yards 
and useless shore stations which eat up money with no possi- 
ble return in efficiency; build, for actual service, twenty-five 
unarmored ships, of a speed equal to that of any merchant 
steamer afloat, and give each one a small but heavy battery; 
and finally cease howlifig at a service which has always re- 
flected honor on the country, which works hard for a mer gre 
compensation, which has little of the pleasures of home life, 
and which never grumbles in public. 

The N. Y. Herald, discussing the same question in 
the same spirit, says: ‘‘ Through the enterprise of a 
private citizen this country is the proud possessor of 
one effective torpedo boat—the Destroyer. The de- 
signer—John Ericsson—perfected and built the first 
monitor, and through its agency not only turned the 
tide of our national affairs at a critical period of the 
Rebellion, but also revolutionized naval construction 
hroughout the world. The Destroyer, built at Captain 
Ericsson’s own expense, and costing over $50,000, has 
& speed of fifteen knots an hour and carries below the 
water line a fifteen-inch smooth-bore gun, from which a 
torpedo is shot instead of a ball. As the vital and most 
Vulnerable parts of modern war vessels are below the 
water line, this kind of torpedo hoat will undoubtedly 
Prove effective in coast defence. The boat’s high speed 
and extreme handiness will enable her to fight bows on, 
and her small size and deflecting armor will in a mea- 
sure protect her from annihilation by heavy guns. The 
same protection is claimed for the torpedo ram Alarm, 
whose speed trials have recently been reported in the 
Herald, although the armor is immeasurably lighter 
than that on the Destroyer. The enthusiastic com. 
manding officer of the Alarm says of this class of boat : 
| European iron-clad would not dare pursue where 
they.could run with all safety, and in a fight out at sea 
there is not a vessel floating that could overmaster one 
of them.’ If the Alarm is built to run away—as we are 
led to infer—or if it is built to attack with torpedoes, it 
should have a thicker armor, and should be constructed 


In the unusually fine personnel of the Navy and in the pro- 
gressive torpedo school at Newport we can find a measure of 
consolation. In these two places the Navy is not vulnerable 
to any but admiring criticism. It is also encouraging to 
know that there is now in session at Washington a thor- 
oughly capable Naval Advisory Board, which has under con- 
sideration various plans for the reorganization of the Navy, 
and which will recommend to Congress the number and 
character of vessels to be built immediately. The members 
of the Board are entirely familiar with the condition of v4s- 
sels now on the naval list, and are also conversant with all 
the improvements maie in foreign ships-of-wir. They have 
in their possession recent designs for both iron-clads and 
uuarmored vessels from the most eminent naval architects in 
the country, and as they are well aware of the parsimony of 
Congress toward their department they will, without doubt, 
decide wisely and well upon the improvements needed. It is 
to be hoped that Congress will act more favorably upon their 
recommendations than it has upon those of previous boards, 
and it is to be hoped that & will give an impulse to shbip- 
building in the United States by aliotting the work of con- 
structing new iron or steel ships to the private yards, as has 
— the practice in England for many years with the best 
Tesults. 








THE NEW INDIAN CAMPAIGN. 

Tue following telegram. has been received by the War 
Department : 

Presipto oF San Francisco, Aug. 15, 1831. 
To Adjutant-General, Washington, D. 0. : 

Following was received from Commanding General Dept. 
Arizona : 

Agent Tiffany, San Carlos, seems to apprehend trouble 
with White Mountain Indians, Santos and San Carlos In- 
dians, growing out of the evil advice of a band of medicine 
men, atid says a number are congregated near Apache. Tiff- 
apy wants additional arms. I have authorized arms to be 
sent to the agency with an officer, and telegraphed Adjutant 
General for anthority to turn them over. Have heard no- 
thing from Carr, who is at Apache, to warrantalarm. He 
reported machinations of medicine men some days ugo with- 
out special significance. Hatch telegraphs reported move- 
ments of his hostile Apaches from Rio Grande towards Ari- 
zona. All necessary in-tructions are given to Carr, at Apache, 
and Biddle, at Grant, to cover both contingencies,

A Las Vegas, N. M., despatch of Aug. 14 says: The 
track of the Indians on their outward march through 
the wilderness is marked with murder and bloodshed, 
and the indignant citizens of this section of the country 
demand that the Government put a large force of troops 
in the field immediately and wipe entirely out of exist 
ence the red devils who are committing such terrible 
slaughter and atrocities among the whites and Mexicans. 

A McCarthy, N. M., despatch of Aug. 12 says: Cour- 
iers have just arrived here from La Savoy’s Ranche, 
forty miles trom. here, with intelligence that Lieutenant 
Guilfoyle had reached there last night. They found two 
men dead, and learned that three women had been car- 
ried off captives. Lieut. Guilfoyle had two fights with 
the Indians very recently, and captured considerable 
stock, besides routing them. The troops in the field 





have been travelling night and day and are very much 
fatigued. 

Indian Agent Llewellyn, at the Mescalero Agency, 
N. M., writing under date of July 28, says: 

It seems that some few months since a lieuteuant of the 

United States Army, then stationed here, gave a written per- 
mit to three Iudiaus at this agency to go to old Mexico and 
bring back a party of their friends, who, they claimed, had 
left at the time of the Victoria troubles. This party was 
due home three weeks ago and at that time attempted to 
come in, but were chased and driven into the mountains 
thirty miles from the agency to the south. Since that time 
they have made, according to the statement of one of the 
packers for the scouts, three ineffectual efforts to get into 
the agency, being prevented each time by the scouts and 
suldiers, Finding that they could not return to the agency, 
as they had been led to believe they could, they concluded to 
go on the war path. I learn on good authority that there is 
about seventy {ndians in this party. The Indians here feel 
badly that their friends could not be permitted to return, but 
all unite in telling me that they will remain quiet and show 
the Great Father that their hearts are good. 
Santa Fe advices say: The supply of troops is un- 
equal to the emergency. Gen. Hatch is in the field, 
notifying the people to arm, and informing them of the 
movements of the Indians as far as is known. The 
Santa Fe New Mexicans and Albuquerque volunteers 
have returned home. They were relieved by troops 
from Fort Wingate, who are posted at MeCarthy’s and 
other stations on the line of the Atlantic and Pacific 
Railroad where the hostiles are likely to cross. 

A Santa Fe despatch says: Nane and his band of In- 
dians are moving southwest, evidently endeavoring to 
slip througu the scouts into Mexico. He has been 
closely pressed by Lieut. Guilfoyle, who on Aug. 4 
found two dead herders near the Ojo de la Tierra, and 
who struck a band of the enemy the same day. In the 
fight two men were wounded, and the troops captured 
eleven horses. ‘The Indians left during the night. 
Three companies of infantry have ‘een stationed along 
the line of the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad to guard 
the same. Besides Lieut. Guilfoyle’s detachment, there 
are two other cavalry scouts south of Nane-looking for 
him, and it is hoped that his retreat will be cut off. 
Nane has been joined by at least thirty Navajoes, and 
travels fast, driving nearly a hundred horses and shoot- 
ing the jaded animals. Some Mescaleroes are out on 
the Jomads del Muerto, and they attacked some section 
hands near Riucon. Gen. Hatch. despatched Lieut. 
Taylor with forty scouts after them, and a report says 
that the scouts struck a hot trail. Capt. Cooney, who 








A Santa Fe dispatch of Aug. 17, says: 

Barth met Capt. Parker at Cinega last Friday morning, 
and gave him a guide and informed him of the direction 
taken by the Indians. The Captaia, with 20 well mounted 
soldiers, started in pursuit, being only six hours 
He engaged the Apaches nuder Nana west of Sabinat, on 
Friday, the 12th inst., and fought an hour and a half, with 
the result of one man killed, one missing and three wound- 
ed. The Indian loss was about the same. Then 
he continued the pursuit of Nana’s band, Lieu- 
tenants Guilfoyle and Wright are also on_ the 
trail with 40 men.

A SHARP FIGHT. 
The following ‘s fromthe N. Y. Herald: 


Canapa, Atamosa, N, M., Aug. 16, | 
Via San Manozan, N. M., Aug. 17. f 


About two o'clock this afternoon a Mexican arrived in Can- 
ada with the intelligence that about 60 warriors had attacked 
ranches five miles below and that a + ag was then going on 
between the Mexican ranchers and Indians. Lieut. G. 
Valois, who arrived here yesterday from Fort Sprague and 
who had been making a thorough scout of the mountains 
southwest and northwest, immediately ordered his company 
of 22 men to horse. Lieut. Buraett with 10 men were de- 
spatched at full speed to the scene of action. Lieut. Valois 
immediately collected the remainder of his small force and 
started on the trail of Lieut. Burnett, who in the meantime 
had arrived in the canyon, and discovered the Indiaus in 
large numbers climbing the steep bills on the south side, so 
as to get the high ground for a fight. Burnett charged up 
the hil and on to the platte. Here he came in fall view of 
the main body of the Indians, who were retreating slowly be- 
fore him in regular skirmish line, at the same time keeping 
in rear of them a large herd of stock, horses, mules and bur- 
ros. Burnett and his men kept charging, while the Indians 
kept up a contiuuous fire retreating and motioniag him to 
follow, beckoning with their hands and waving their guns, 
mostly Winchesters. 

This lasted for six miles, till the Indians reached the foot 
hills of Cuchilo Negrouse, where they made a determined 
stand on the hills. At this time Lieut. Valois came up, and 
seeing Indians in his front he immediately dismounted and 
fired. Valois could not see Burnett, as there was a bill be- 
tween them, but could hear that he was heavily 
the continuous roar of musketry. Valois and bis men had 
but exchanged a shot or two when Trumpeter Byers en | 
and, presenting Burnett's compliments to Valois, requ 
him to charge to his (Valois) right, as he (Burnett) Wore cos | 
severely pressed in his present ition, to leave which m 
be death to himself and men. Valois immediately mounted, 
and, ordering bis men to mount horse, broke for the hill with 
ayell. The Indians anticipated such a movement, and also 
broke for the same hill. It was a grand race for position. 
Who gets there first wins the fight, and tbe Indians got it 
about 200 yards ahead of Valois, upon whom they immedi- 
ately opened from the-top of the hill. It was a morderous 
fire, shooting Valois’s horse from under him and killing seve- 
ral others. 

Valois then with his men dismounted and took to cover in 
the long grass and soap weeds. Burnett declares that this 
move of Valois saved himself and men, for it detracted the 
enemy from him long enough so that he could back in 
position of more security. Valois then fell back slowly about 
200 yaids. It was in this slow retreat that Private Gaines 
and Corpora! Johnson were wounded. Gaines, though shot 
through the breast severely, kept on fighting. Your corres- 
pondeut heard him make the followiog remark : ‘‘ Damn my. 
vlack hide! Who says the colored sojers won't fight?” Figh 
he did until the retreat was ordered, when he fell back w 
the rest and was then sent with Corporal Johnson to Canada 
Alamosa. The fight lasted from 3 to 5 o’clock, and being un- 
able after many efforts to drive the enemy Valois gathered 
his few men around bim and retreated in good order after 
reconnoitering the euemy, which greatly outnumbered him 
and being nearly out of ammunition. In fact, there were not 
ten rounds to a man. 

When they were returning to Canada about twenty Mexi- 

cans from this place went out and took up a position two 

Luodred yards in the rear of Buraett, shooting over the 

heads of the soldiers and doing more barm than good. The 
Indians numbered from sixty to seventy-five warriors. One 
was killed in the canyon aud three on the hill, Our party 
had six horses killed and several wounded. Lieut. Burnett 
received two wounds but is doing well, neither being danger- 
ous. The Indians fought like demons, and bad it not been 
for the coolness and bravery shown by the officers and 3 
few followers, there is little doubt that we shonld 
suffered great disaster, as the Indians no doubt came 
expecting to rob, murder, and pillage the town. They

He rode fifty miles on a scout yesterday, 
but saw no signs. We expect more news from San Mateo, 
and will despatch another courier if there is a fight. It 
sixty miles from here to San Marcial.

TARGET FIRING. 


G. O 5, Dept. oF THE East, Aug. 8, 1881. 
The following memoranda relative to the expenditure of 
small-arm ammunition in practice are published for the in- 
formation of company commander and others interested : 
By reloading new shells the number of shots per man is 
largely increased, and the money expenditure is kept withia 
the sum fixed by the appropriations for this purpose. Old 
brass shells or cases that have been once loaded at the fac- 
tory, break badly in the chamber and should be avoided in 
reloading. 
On the basis of twenty cartridges per month per man (in- 
cluding ofticers), each man is entitled to 240 cartridges, each 
year, for practice firing. This represents a cost to the Gov- 
ernment of $7.20 per man per annum. 
In circular of February 6, 1879, from these headquarters, 
the cost of material for reloading was published as follows :

He was 
then appointed fleet psymaster of the Pacific Squadron, and

1865 at the New York Navy Yard, and in 1866 was ordered as 
purchasing paymaster at this station, resuming special duty 
in 1870, anil he was made inspector of provisions the fol- 
lowing year. He served ia this capacity until 1878, 
8th of March, 1830, he was retired, with the rank cf captain. 
During his thirty-four years and six montas’ connection with 
the Navy, Captain Elcvredze had eleven years and six months’ 
sea service ani eighteen years and six months’ shore duty. 
The funeral took place from his late residence on Tuesday, 
August 16.

The Baron Steuben was received by Wash- 
ington with the most cordial welcome, and immediately 
pliced on duty as Luspector-General of the Army. A de- 
tailed history of his military career ia America would form 
an epitome of the Revolutionary struggle.

the prolonged contest. The fiual surrender of the British 
army under Lor] Cornwallis occurred at Yorktown, Va., on 
the nineteenth day of October, 1731. Baron Steuben bore a 
most conspicuons part in the arduons campaign which ended 
so auspiciously for the Continental army, and it fell to his 
lot to receive the first official notification of the proposed 
capitulation and to bear it to the illustrious Commander-in- 
Chief. The centennial of that great event in American his- 
tory is to be celebrated with appzopriate observances and 
ceremonies on the approaching anniversary. I am directed 
by the President to tender through you an iovitation to the 
representatives of Baron Steubeu's family in Germany to 
attend the celebration as guests of the Government of the 
United States. You will communicate the invitation through 
the Imperial Minister of Foreign Affsirs, and will express to 
him the very earnest desire of this Government that it shal! 
be accepted. Those who come as representatives of Baron 
Steuben will be assured in our day of peace and prosperity of 
ay warm a welcome as was given to their Ulustrious kinsman 
in the dark days of adversity and war. They will be the 
hevored guests of fifty millions of Americans—a vast number 
of whom have German blood in their veins, and constitute 
one of the most worthy and valuable elements that make up 
the strength of the Republic. Intensely devoted with patri- 
otic fidelity to America, they yet retain and cherish and 
transmit the most affectionate memories of the Fatherland. 
To these, the visit of Baron Stenbeo’s relatives will have 
something of the revival of family ties, while to all Ameri- 
cang, of whatever origin, the presence of German guests will 
afford fitting opportunity of testifying their respect for that 
great country within whose limits are included so much of 
human grandeur and human progres3.

The United States 
brig Euerprise, of 16 guns, came into this port on Friday 
last from Portsmcuth. On Saturday she sailed on a cruise 
for the protection of this coast. On Sunday, at 3.30 o’clock, 
she fell in with the Borer, an English brig of 14 guns. A 
desperate action commenced within pistol shot of each other 
and continued 45 minutes, when the Lozer struck to the 
American flag. The Zuterprise, in company with her prize. 
entered into our harbor last evening. I have just returned 
from visiting both vessels. ‘The Huterprise was considerably 
injured io her bull, ulso in her spars and rigging. The cap- 
tain was killed and three men. Several badly wounded. 
The Boxer was nearly a wreck, having her topmasts carried 
away with most of the spars. The hull was very much 
injured. The captain was killed. Some say 30 men killed. 
It is not as yet known how many, as the dead were thrown 
overboard during the action. There were 15 or 20 badly 
wounded. The two captains were brought into port and will 
be buried to-morrow afternoon with the respect due to their 
bravery. You will doubtless have all the particulars of this 
bloody battle in a few days from the newspapers, which will 
furnish another proof of the bravery of the American tars 
in their proper element.

The place where the wagon upset was 
not on a mountain side; no one was seriously hurt; every 
man who was with the detachment at that time ‘is doing his 
duty to-day; and there is no such non-commissioned officer 
in the command as Sergt. Comfort.” This is almost as bad 
as the case of the borrowed tub. 


SUPERINTENDENT CARLISLE P. Parrerson, of the United 
States Coast Survey, died August 15. He was attacked 
with loss of speech, caused by cerebral hemorrhage, on Sun- 
day, August 7. The difficulty increased, and paralysis fol- 
lowed. He died at his home, ‘‘ Brentwood,” near Washing- 
ton. He was born at Shieldsborougb, Bay St. Louis, La., 
Aug. 24, 1816. He was the son of Commodore D. T. Patter- 
son, and a brother of Rear-Admiral Thomas H. Patterson, 
and was appointed a midshipman in the Navy in 1830. In 
1838 he was graduated at Georgetown College, Kentucky, 
and assigned to the Coast Survey the same year. After serv- 
ing there for three years he went to sea again. In 1845 he 
re-entered the Coast Survey Service, and performed import- 
ant duty In the Gulf of Mexico. We received in 1849 the 
command of the Pacific steamship Oregon, and in 1851 had 
command of the Golden Gate, of the same line. He resigned 
in 1853, and subsequently devoted himself to civil pursuits, 
In 1861, at the request of Prof. A. D. Bache, he was ap- 
pointed Hydrographic Inspector of the Coast Survey. In 
1874 Capt. Patterson was appointed a member of the South 
Pacific Transit of Venus Commission, consisting, besides 
himself, of Admiral Davis, Profs. Henry, Harkness, and 
Newcombe, with Sands and Pierre as honorary members. 
He succeeded, the same yoar, Prof. Benjamin Pierce, as 
superintendent of the Coast Survey, the position which he 
held at the time of his death. He was a brother-in-law of 
Admiral Porter. 

Mas.-Gen. Hancock, accompanied by Capt. G. S. L. Ward,

Sr. JoHN’s, NEWFOUNDLAND, Aug. 12, 1881. 


Siz: I have the honor to report my arrival at this port 
yesterday morning at 2 o’clock, having encountered 8S. W. 
winds and dense fog during the passage from Halifax, 
lasting until 4.30 p. m. of the 10th, when the fog cleared 
away with a W. N. W. wind. I desire to call the attention of 
the Department to the desirability of communicating with 
the Dominion government on the subject of placing either 
& beacon or a whistling buoy near the nine feet rock of the 
Lurcher shoal (lat. 43 deg. 50 min, N., long. 66 deg. 29 min., 
30 sec. W.) This most dangerous ledge is directly in the 
fairway of vessels rounding Cape Sable and proceeding up 
the Bay of Fundy, and ought to have been marked by some 
warning object long since. With all the care and prudence 
I could exercise, knowing the existence of the danger and 
with an experienced pilot on board whose advice I leaned 
to, I came dangerously near this rock on Wednesday after- 
noon at 4.30 o'clock, and, had not the fog lifted, might 
have touched on it, it being low water at the time. At high 
water vessels can pass over it if the sea is smooth. I had 
twelve fathoms at one time in the starboard chains, which 
position, I estimate, placed the ship not a quarter of a mile 
from the pinnacle of the ledge. Our lead fouled on the 
rocky bottom and we had some difficulty clearing it. We 
had had 50 fathoms only a moment before, and when the 
ship was hauled square off to the N. W. we had 56 fathoms 
in less than ten minutes. Certainly something ought to be 
done to mark the existence of this isolated and most 
formidable danger. The officers and crew are in their usual 
good health. I enclose the report of Mr. Marshall in refer- 
ence to our work on the wrecked Cortes. Very respect- 
fully, Ricuarp W. Meapr, Captain, commanding.

And soon after got underway 
yourself and proceeded down the harbor, anchoring near the 
spot. And to your exertions is due the saving of a large 
amount of valuable property, exposed in a dangerous posi- 
tion. For 30 hours continuously your men and officers 
worked energetically discharging a mixed cargo of liquors, 
provisions, etc. And owing to the thorough discipline and 
order not a case of misconduct or insubordination occurred. 
It will afford me great pleasure to bring this matter to the 
attention of Messrs, Clark and Seaman, the owners of the 
steamer, who no doubt will take steps to inform all inter- 
ested.

Ear.y Monday evening an officer saw a well-dressed man 
leaning against a building in Providence, apparently ina 
semi-unconscious condition, and at once walked towards him, 
but before he reached him the stranger fell to the ground. 
He was at once taken to the police station and medical aid 
summoned. He was soon afterwards taken to the Rhode 
Island Hospital, where he died the following day. An ex- 
amination of the effects of the unfortunate man showed that 
he was Edward S. Matthews, a surgeon in the Navy. In one 
of his pockets was a bottle containing sulphate of morphia.

We had occasion to notice, at the time, the excellent con 
duct of the marines in the parade on Decoration Day in 
Brooklyn.

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OUR ARMY AS A PIONEER. 

T has sometimes been said that war is the greatest 

of the civilizers. Taken in its narrowest sense, this 
sounds like irony; but there is a sense in which the 
saying is only the exaggerated and inaccurate form of a 
great truth. It was through war that the barriers be-

300,000 | tween ancient peoples were first thrown down, and both 


the invaders and the invaded profited by learning of 
each other. One of the greatest forces of human pro- 
gress in the Dark Ages was that series of pilgrimages to 
the Holy Land known as the Crusades. These were 
military expeditions ; but they brought back a wealth of 
knowledge of other lands, and an enlargement of popu- 
lar ideas, such as could not fail to produce startling in- 
fluences amongst all the nations that took part in them. 
M. Guizot well says, regarding this influence, that ‘‘the 
minds of the Crusaders were opened and raised by hav- 
ing seen a multitude of differcnt things, and by having 
become acquainted with other manners than their own.” 
In the New World, the influence of the military art on 
the progress of modern civilization has been not less 
apparent. Spain conquered her position in the Western 
Hemisphere by force of arms; Great Britain’s penetra- 
tions into the wilds of North America were effected 
through chains of military posts, around which the 
traders clustered and formed their towns. But the 
most conspicuous evidence of the use of arms in civili- 
zation (for it need hardly be said that it is not war itself 
which can claim to be ‘‘the great civilizer,” but, more 
correctly, that military art whose function it is to pro- 
tect and extend the sway of law) has been furnished 
under our own eyes in the opening of the great West to 
emigration. 

Men still live who have witnessed the exploration, 
the pioneering, and the settlement of the vast region 
between the Mississippi and the Pacific. When the 
history of this most interesting feature of the nine- 
teenth century is properly written, it will be found that 
its crowning glory is due to that little body known as 
the Regular Army of the United States. It was the 
Army that established the Indian tribes on their various 
reservations, both within the Indian Territory and be- 
yond it. It was the Army that explored the unknown 
plains of the West, pierced the Rocky Mountains, and 
followed the California and Oregon trails. It was the 
Army that dotted the Far West with forts built by its 
own labor, and furnishing security for the settlers. It 
was the Army that escorted early emigrant trains, and 
punished the savages who attacked the settlements. It 








was the Army that, even after the trans-continental 


routes had been established, and after the Pacific Rail- 
way had been built, explored and pointed out new re- 
gions of fabulous mineral wealth and of the richest 
arable value. It was through the scouts and expeditions 
of officers still in active service that mines were made 
known and the sites for commercial cities were selected, 
which have made fortunes for hundreds or thousands of 
civilians. The officers of the Army not only told the 
people of the country where to go, and what they would 
find there, but they protected them during the going 
and the finding. What the wealth, the industry, the 
happiness, and the prestige of this country owe to the 
little band of Army officers and men who have served 
during the last forty years on the frontiers has never 
been fitly written; and it may be said of nearly all of 
them that they showed the way, while their less adven- 
turous countrymen entered into the reward. 

“Tt remained,” says Mr. Strahorn, in his sketch of 
Montana,* ‘‘for our Regular Army to step in and clear 
such splendid regions as those drained by the Yellow- 
stone, Big Horn, Upper Missouri, Musselshell, and other 
rivers of an enemy too lazy to utilize any form of na- 
tural wealth, and too despicably jealous and mean to 
permit others to utilize it. And here I wish to say that 
Montana owes more to the Regular Army than any 
other of our newly rising States and Territories, except, 
perhaps, Arizona. She can point to more distinguished 
Indian fighters than any other State or Territory, or, 
perhaps, than all others combined. Within her borders 
many of the officers, whose names have since become 
historical, learned their first lessons in the art of dealing 
with the savage red man, in peace and in war, or added 
fresh Jaurels to those already won. Every river, every 
mountain range, recalls to mind the achievements in 
battle or in administration of Sheridan, Crook, Terry, 
Custer, Mackenzie, Gibbon, Miles, Sturges—among the 
older ofticers—or lately of Philo Clarke and Guido Ilges 
among the juniors. These have all been great men— 
great in genius, ia valor, in heroic devotion to duty un- 
der the most adverse circumstances, and in their deter- 
mination to bring to the fullest development the re- 
sources of a grand region of country, known until 
within the past few years only to a small band of miners 
and frontiersmen, leading an existence almost as wild 
and romantic as that of the red man or the bison whose 
possession of this fair land they disputed.” 

The same writer adds that he wishes to impress upon 
the people of Montana ‘‘ that the campaigns of General 
Crook and brother; officers and men in 1876 and 1877 
had the positive result of opening to their permanent 
occupation and use those vast and beautiful regions 
drained by the Yellowstone, Big Horn, Tongue, Pow- 
der, Musselshell, and Judith Rivers—regions which up 
to that time had swarmed with the most powerful, vin- 
dictive, and treacherous tribes of savages America has 
produced. I am glad to say that among the lieutenants 
with whom I faced the red foe, and for whom I formed 
a@ great attachment, was the witty, bright, and brave 
Schwatka, whose successes as an Arctic explorer have 
since made him world famous; Bourke, who besides 
being an officer of exceptional gallantry and good 
judgment, has devoted himself, with great patience, to 
the colJection of memoranda upon the manners and 
customs of the aborigines ; Carpenter, noted as an ento- 
mologist, and dozens of other officers—Eagan, Charles 
King, Schuyler, Allison, Chase, Lemly, McKinney 
(since killed), or Delaney, Randall, Sibley, Nickerson, 
Henry, as brave and intelligent as any men can be—inu 
the Army or out of it.” 

The people of this country will in the future recog- 
nize what the Army has done for them in opening the 
country to civilization. Its services in war are known; 
its gallantry and devotion in conflicts with savages are 
recognized ; but full justice remains to be done to the 
pioneer work of the Army—to the engineers, the ex- 
peditionary forces, aad the garrisons of the Army, who 
have strode in the van, with sword and shield, from the 
Mississippi to the Pacific, and from Texas to the 
Canada line.

SELECTING NAVAL CADETS.

Aug. 8. There were two theories, Mr. Trevelyan said, 
as to the selection and education of naval officers. One 
was to take them young, and after educating them to 
give them a long knocking about on board ship while 
still boys. The other was to take them at a more ad- 
vanced age, when they had completed all except their 
strictly technical education outside the service; to give 
them that technical education, and nothing else; and 
to send them to sea as young men rather than as boys. 
This last might be said to be the Continental system. 
The other system was, and always had been, for good 
or for evil, the English system; and, though he did not 
say there was not a better, still that system, as far as it 
was properly worked, had produced out of British lads 
as fine a body of naval officers as ever existed in the 
world. 
Under the English system, as it existed previous to 
1869, and as it was subsequently revived by Mr. Ward 
Hunt, three times as many cadets were entered as the 
service of the navy required; so that all the avenues of 
promotion were blocked up, and a ruinous expense 
inflicted on the taxpayer. Under the present limited 
system of selection, three candidates were required to 
compete for each cadetship. The effect of this compe- 
tition was to guarantee that none of the servants of the 
public should fall below a very respectable standard of 
intelligence. The old system produced a large number 
of as fine officers as any one could wish to sce; but it 
admitted likewise a certain number of young fellows of 
capacity inferior to what the public hada right to ask 
for in those who served it. It was those young fellows 
who were the weak part of the naval service at all 
periods of their career. In the words of the President 
of the Royal Naval College, ‘‘ it was possible by a forced 
and superficial process of preparation—by cramming, 
in short—to pass boys into the service who would have 
no chance whatever of competing successfully.” But 
the evil did not stop there. Having been got into the 
Britannia, it was necessary that at all hazards they 
should be got through it; and the time of the naval in- 
structors was consumed in pushing and hustling boys 
through a course of subjects which they never more 
than half understood, and which they worked at solely 
against the grain, And these were the boys who, when 
they went to sea, dropped their painfully but superfi- 
cially acquired knowledge as completely as if they had 
never acquired it at all. 

When limited competition was exchanged for nom- 
ination in 1874 the average of ability fell in a marked 
manner. The 450 cadets who entered under competi- 
tion before 1874 obtained on an average 60 per cent. of 
full marks at their final examination. The 235 cadets 
who entered by pure nomination obtained 58 per cent. 
The young midshipmen who entered by competition 
obtained in their first examination afloat an average of 
811 marks out of 2,600. The midshipmen who entered 
by pure nomination obtained 635 marks; and, what was 
very significant, the number of cadets who obtained 
first-class certificates on leaving the Britannia under 
co npetition amounted to 20 per cent., and under nomi- 
nation only to 10 per cent. 

Some curious statistics, gathered by an officer of high 
rank, went to show that the distinguished and success- 
ful officers were, to a iarge extent, derived from boys 
who had taken the first-class certificates. Of these 50 
per-cent. became captains and commanders, while of 
boys who took a third-class certificate only 20 per cent. 
reached that rank. From this Mr. Trevelyan argued 
that what the revival of pure nomination did was prac- 
tically this—that out of every hundred boys who en- 
tered the navy it diminished the exceptionally able 
boys, who were likely to grow into really first-rate offi- 
cers, by exactly one-half, and replaced them by as 
many boys who were below the standard which the ser- 
vice of the country required. But by the restoration 
of limited competition the Britannia henceforward 
would be a school composed entirely of boys for whose 
conduct and abilities there was a real and solid gua-

INDIAN TROUBLES IN NEW MEXICO. 


A CORRESPONDENT furnishes us this week with an 
interesting account of affairs in the District of New 
Mexico, where the citizens are greatly excited by recent 
Indian depredations. At the time our correspondent 
wrote General Hatch was waiting at Fort Craig, a cen- 
tral point, for information by which to guide his action. 
The citizens of the locality are greatly excited, and, as 
is usual in such cases, those who grumble most are 
those who have the least at stake. To show the incon- 
sistency of those citizen defenders of the frontiers, we 
learn that Gen. Hatch, with his usual foresight, had 
stationed in the Black range a company of cavalry tu 
protect the miners. These grumblers signed a paper 
and sent it to Headquarters stating there was no use of 
a company at that point, that they could protect them- 
selves. Now they are complaining that they are unpro- 
tected, business is stopped, and they want troops. To 
attend to all complaints the Government would be 
obliged to assign to each of these miners a detachment, 
whose duty should be to care for them while they grub 
and growl. As soon as certain exact information is re- 
ceived, some definite action will be taken, but at last 
accounts all the available troops are at hand following 
the trail, and watching for further developments. The 
indications so far are that only small stealing parties are 
out, and to catch them, scattered over this immense 
country, would require all the troops in the Army. 
The sensible people of New Mexico have confidence in 
Gen. Hatch, and knoww he will do all that is possible, 
but as long as the present system of Indian agencies is 
kept up, affording a place of retreat and protection for 
renegade Indians, so long will trouble continue. The 
task set for our troops is not an easy one. If the In- 
dians do not go to the agencies Mexico is at hand, and 
they are debarred from following any trail. With our 
own Government on one side with its agencies, and a 
foreign power on the other, the Army is between two 
fires, and the Indian can make himself comfortable at 
either one. It is high time this miserable nonsense 
should be stopped, and that the record of gallant ser- 
vices of officers and men, whose incessant and arduous 
labors are well known, should be protected by suitable 
action on the part of the Government, and not as now, 
tied hand and foot by the present system. 


PAY CORPS OF THE NAVY. 


A Boarp of Payinasters meets, Saturday, at the 
Navy Department, to examine candidates, who have 
received permission to appear, as to their qualifications 
for appointment to the Pay Corps of the Navy. The 
members of the Board are Paymasters A. J. Pritchard, 
W. N. Watmough and W. Goldsborough, with Asst. 
Paymaster J. D. Doyle as recorder. The examination 
is not to be competitive, and the passing of it gives no 
assurance, as expressly stated in the permit, of appoint- 
ment. Owing to the complications iu the Stevenson- 
Caswell controversy, no promotions or appointments 
have been made in the Pay Corps for three or four 
months, and by the 1st of September there will be sev- 
eral vacancies in the lowest grade, that of assistant, 
provided the promotions are made in the higher grades.

Tue recent favorable results secured at Newport, in 
experiments with the so-called Lay-Haight torpedo, 
have elicited from Mr. John L. Lay, in St. Petersburg, a 
card in which he protests against the connection of his 
name with other parties as inventors of features of the 
travelling torpedo. The trial of June 30, an account of 
which Mr. Lay appears to have read, was only partially 
successful, whereas subsequeat trials, of which he must 
have been ignorant when writing tothe N. Y. World, 
gave a greater speed and better steering results than 
have ever been attained. Mr. Haight by his improve- 
ments has added at least twenty per cent. to the speed 
of the torpedo and made it much more manageable, and 
Mr. Lay shows a dangerous tendency to explode with- 
out reasonable cause, which is an undesirable feature in 
this sort of warfare. The patents for various important 
agencies in the Lay torpedo are distributed among sev- 
eral inventors, Messrs. Reynolds, Hubbe and Hardee 
having recoguized claims, in addition to the recent im- 
provements by Mr. Haight, who is, by the way, a very 
clever young man in all senses of the word. Mr. Lay 
is entitled to credit for his pluck and enterprise; but of 
the original inspiration of his torpedo system, going 
as far back as the Stromboli, perhaps the less said the 
better. Mr. Lay’s letter is as follows:

They would give it to the 
Poncas and welcome them as a part of their nation, 
having all the rights and privileges of the Sioux people. 
Secretary Kirkwood asked how much the Sioux wanted 
as compensation. White Thun'er replied proudly 
‘* You asked me to have pity on these poor Poncas and 
they have begged and prayed me to do so. How can I 
have pity on them and yet take their money. No; 
that is not what I want. They are welcome, and we 
will charge them nothing for what land they need.’ 
This seems to be the end of the Ponca controversy, and 
it is a creditable end.

RECENT ORDNANCE NOTES. 


Last week we referred to Ordnance Notes No. 157, contain - 
ing a report by Capt. J. E. Greer on feed-guides and feed cases 
for machine guns, and methods of packing the ammunition 
for transportation. The report,which is valnable and interest- 
ing, deserves more than a passing notice, and accordingly we 
give a synopsis of its principal features. Captain Greer 
says : 

** After careful consideration of the methods by which the 
various machine-guns now in service are supplied or fed with 
cartridges, I am Jed to the conclusion that the time has come 
for abandoning that adapted for the Gatling in the infantry, 
it may be said, of guns of this clase.” He then states that 
the limber-chest of the carriage, as made at the Colt’s Ar- 
mory, has only a carrying capacity of 2,000 rounds; that the 
Gatling feed-cases weigh 2 Ibs. 4!¢ oz., and cost $2 each, 
and that in them the cartridges are jolted about on the 
march, the shells are bruised, and the bullets mutilated and 
apset, so as to affect not only the accuracy of fire but the 
workings of the guv. Captain Greer presents other objec- 
tions to the tin feed-cases, and to meet them adverts to two 
methods proposed for the Gardner guns now being made for 
the United States at the Pratt and Whitney Works, Hartford, 
Ct. In the first, as tested by the Ordnance Board at Sandy 
Hook, N. J., the cartridges were inserted in wooden blocks 
bored to receive 20 in two rows of 10 each. The blocks were 
somewhat larger than the packages in which cartridges are 

ked at Frankford Arsenal. The cartridges were retained 
in their places by a strip of tin passing over their heads and 
bent down at the sides, the edges again being turned in so 
as to enter channels in the sides of the blocks. The blocks 
were light, easily filled, cheap—not costing more than two 
or three cents eavh—and took up so little room that 3,400 
cartridges could be carried in a limber chest of the capacity 
of the Gatling, which carries, as before stated, but 2,000 
rounds. In addition, the interior arrangement of the chest 
was such as to be materially cheaper than the Gatling. To 
feed from these blocks it is only necessary to slide off the 
tin cover, insert the heads of the cartridges in the ‘‘feed- 
guide” and pull the blocks from the cartridges which are held 
by their heads in the guide. By this means the guide may 
be kept full, giving a continuous stream of fire, while in the 
Gatling the fire is intermittent, @epending on the rapidity 
with which the cases can be changed. 

Since the trial previously referred to the company have 
devised a plan, if anything, more desirable than that de- 
scribed, and which brings the carrying capacily of the limber 
up to 4,200 rounds. It is, in fact, to put up at the place of 
manufacture the cartridges intended for this gun m paper 
boxes differing but little in exterior form and size from 
those now used at Frankford. These boxes are to be divided 
into two equal parts and pressed from paper pulp. Captain 
Greer concludes his report by saying : ‘‘ The system of feed- 
ing from the paper boxes has been adapted for the Lowell 
battery gun, and there would seem to be no good reason 
why it should not be for the Gatling. The rapidity of its tire 
would be greatly increased, the construction of the limber 
chest simplified, and its capacity more than doubled without 
increase of weight and with a diminished cost of about $100, 
a stable form of attachment to the gun provided, and the 
service of several men dispensed with. In any event the 
feed case should be abandoned.” 

In a subsequent report Capt. Greer gives a description of 
a feed-guide which he made after his own ideas, and on sub- 
mitting it tothe Pratt and Whitney Company for use with 
the Gardner gun it was greatly liked as being much more 
simple than the feed-cases they had already tried. In addi- 
tion, it at once increased the capacity of the limber-chest to 
5,400 rounds. Not being satistied, however, renewed trials 
were made, and on this head Capt. Greer says: ‘‘ The 
services of Mr. L. F. Bruce, of the armory, were then placed 
at my dis , and it is to his ability, inventive skill, and 
unwearied persistence that I am indebted for the most per- 
fect feed-guide ever proposed for the Gatling or any other 
machine gun which requires that the cartridges be fed to it 
in a single row. Several attempts were made with a vibrator 
or pendulum pivoted at the upper end of the guide, which 
alternately swung across the two rows being actuated by the 
falling cartridges.” After perfecting this feed-guide, the 
result was to enable the carrying of 4,400 rounds of ammu- 
nition in the limber-chest of the narrow-track (44”) 
carriage furnished by the Pratt and Whitney Co., of Hart- 
ford, Conn., makers of the Gardner gun, and 4,860 in that of 
the Colt’s Patent Fire Arms Manufacturing Co., of Hartford, 
Conn., makerz of the Gatling gun, ‘instead of 2.000 by the 
system in service ; to diminish the weight of feed-cases re- 
quired for the latter 130 Ibs., and the expense by nearly $100. 

In concluding the report Capt. Greer says: “It now 
affords me the utmost pleasure and satisfaction to announce 
as an accomplished fact one of the most important simplifi- 
cations of ordnance material made for many years, viz. : One 
limber for all machine guns in service, the gun-carriages differ- 
ing only in the mountings for the various guns, with even this 
feature left open for future consideration ; a double flanged 
feed-guide for each gua ; the uss a3 a feed-case of a paper 
box holding 20 cartridges as put up at an arsenal for the rifle 
and carbine ; the total abolition of all special appliances for 
feeding, such as the Gatling tin feed-case, the Lowell tin 
guide, etc. ; the more than doubling the cartridge carrying 
capacity, 12,160 instead of 5,280 rounds, of the Gatling field 
carriage as made at the United States Watervliet Arsenal ; 
increasing that of the Lowell from 10,000 to 14,800, and the 
Gardner narrow-track carriage from 3,000 to 5,400, together 
with diminished cost of construction of the carriages ; of the 
special appliances for the guns and their useless weight, the 
cost being for the 132 feed-cases accompanying the Gatling 
field carriage $264, and the weight about 340 lbs.” Explana- 
tory plates accompany the report. 

rdnance Notes 161, publishes reports, by Captain John 
Greer, on Experimental Cartridges, containing 70 aud 80 
grains of powder and 500 grains of lead, manufactured at 
Frankford arsenal. As the result of these trials, Captain 
Greer concludes that the 70 gr. cartridge in the service rifle 
gives equally good results with the 80 gr. chaige in the long 
range rifles provided with costly sights, while neither bears 
any comparison to those obtained with unselected service 
= with the 70 gr. cartridge prepared at Springfield. This, 
e adds, ‘* simply goes to confirm the statement made in my 
report of October 25, 1880, that improvement for accuracy is 
sought for in the cartridge and not in the gun.” 

Ordnance Notes No. 160 contains a report, by Lieut. L. L. 
Braff. under the direction of Brevet Lieut.-Col. D. W. Fiag- 
ler, commanding the Rock Island Arsenal, on the manufac- 
ture of 1,000 —_ and straps of the pattern designed by 
Major Anson Mills, 10th Cavalry. The report simply gives a 
description of the mauufacture without expressing an 
opinion as to the spurs. 

Notes No. 158 and 159 publish reports, by Lieut. D. A. 
Lyle, on the Hunt Life-saving Projectile and sponge and 
cartridge bag for the life-saving apparatus.

AFFAIRS IN DISTRICT OF NEW MEXICO. 


Fort Craia, N. M., Aug. 12, 1881. 

Sxvenax parties of Indians have been out jumping and 
killing citizens, and running off stock. Some say they are 
Navajoes, others Mescalero Apaches, Fort Stanton, and some 
claim they are various renegades from Mexico, crossing the 
river and returning, when they wish to remain in security. 
A party of citizens went out some days since and got all they 
wanted, not, however, a bellyful, for while trying to do the 
latter they were jumped. These renowned frontiersmen, 
who consider they can discount the regulars in fighting, 
actually halted in a canyon, on a fresh trail, without any look- 
outs or pickets, and with their ramrods were cooking their 
bacon, etc., when their own bacon was warmed up by the 
Indians, who captured all their horses, some 38 in number, 
killed one man, and wounded several others. They had to 
fight till darkness enabled them to retreat. Notwithstanding 
it was known the Indians were out, a citizen in one portion 
of the Territory started with a wagon load of goods; he and 
his outfit were taken in. 

This is positively shameful, will be the cry; that the Gov- 
ernment cannot protect its citizens. Now, what is the cause 
of all this trou'e? General cussedness of the Indians, and 
mismanagement of the Indian Bureau, who cannot, accord- 
ing to the present system, have the proper cuntrol. These 
Indians, if fed, should be kept on their reservations, and the 
agent should be acquainted with the fact of any leaving, 
which should be reported at once tothe nearest military 
post; the troops should pursue, and when the Indians return 
to the agency they should not be sheltered and protected, 
but given up for punishment—by death or imprisonment. 
The whites are punished by a certain law for transgressions 
of it, and why should the Indian be an exception ? 

Now, as tothe number of troops available for this pur- 
pose; they are sadly deficient in number, making it utterly 
impossible to cover all the country. Horses are wanting in 
the 9th Cavalry, a regiment whose record for field service 
will cover that of several others. They are constantly and 
have been for years on the go—the men are good fighters, 
and on the march are cheerful and happy, and do not growl 
if the fresh ration does not come to them, and in garrison are 
soldierlike and sober. For those who doubt my representa- 
tions I can poiat t>» Morrow, Bacon, and Dodge, who have 
gained their positions by the gallantry of the 9th. In this 
present instance of Indians breaking out, Gen. Hatch, the 
District Commander, whose reputation is well known, has 
be2n much hampered, in fact almost bound, in his move- 
ments of troops, by the railroad being washed out. For 
about 10 days no trains have been running, and he had just 
returned frum the Ute country, where a prospect of trouble 
had arison. He took the first train for the South, and is 
awaiting at Fort Craig news of the direction the Indians 
have taken, and whea that is kaown he will take such action 
with the few troops he has at his disposil as will satisfy the 
most exacting fault finder. 

Various rumors of Indian depredations are afloat, some 
lacking confirmation. Guilfoyle, of the 9th, has struck a 
small band, killing two, and capturing stock; he is sti'l on their 
trail, and news is anxiously looked for. Capt. Coouey, of the 
9th, reports a band of 20 Indians having gone back to the 
Mescalero Agency, although the agent reported all his In- 
dians present. He is, doubtless, a good man, but the word 
of an Indian is not always to be taken. Reports come that 
the Indians are out in force in the vicinity of Fort Wingate, 
and that the White Mountain Apaches are restless. Alto- 
gether we have a prospect of lively times. Gen. Hatch is 
just the man for the place, is arranging his troops so as to be 
available, and to be concentrated or separated as circum- 
stances or force of Indians may direct. Citizens expect when 
Indians are reported in any locality, no matter how small, that 
all the troops should proceed there at once, forgetting in their 
anxiety that other points are to be protected, and troops 
should be so disposed, as they are at present. 








THE CASE OF CAPT. HOWGATE. 


A pespatcH from Detroit, Mich., Aug. 16, says that Capt. 
Henry W. Howgate, who resigned from the Army a few 
months ago, and for some years previous was disbursiag 
Officer of the United States Signal Service, was arrested 
at Mount Cleaens, Mich., on charge of embezzling $40,000 
of Government funds by means of fraudulent vouchers 
He was arraigned before U. 8S. Commissioner Graves, and 
waived a preliminary hearing. He left for Washington in 
charge of an officer. He appeared quite unconcerned, and 
said he can satisfactorily explain the seeming discrepancy in 
his accounts. 

Adespateh from Washington, of Aug. 16, says: Special 
Agent Newcomb arrived here to-night with Capt. Howgate. 
It was during the time following Gen. Myer’s death and be 
fore the appointment of his successor, Gen. Hazen, that 
Capt. Howgate was first charged with malfeasance in office. 
These charges were made in newspapers, and were said by 
Capt. Howgate’s friends, at the time, to have been instigated 
by parties who opposed his elevation in office in order to 
defeat his aspirations. Shortly afterward, however, the 
Official scandal was tacitly confirmed by Capt. Howgate’s 
resignation, by request. Capt. Howgate had charge of the 
funds of the Signal Corps for several years. Being general 
disbursing and purchasing officer, it is alleged that he mis. 
appropriated funds and charged the amounts go taken upon 
the books in various ways to elude detection. After his 
resignation it was stated that an item was found where sev- 





: for special telegrams. Gen. Drum, then acting as Chief 
‘Signal Officer, demanded that the special telegrams should 
be produced as vouchers, but they could not be produced. 
The matter is now in the hands of the Secretary of War. 

Capt. Howgate’s accounts have been thoroughly investi- 
gated, it is said, and the arrest was made, it was stated, at 
the instance of Gen. Hazen. At the signal office there was a 
strong disinclination to speak about the matter. No particu- 
lars as to the charges against the privoner have been made 
public except such as are given in the press despatch an- 
nouncing the arrest of Capt. Howgate, which says: ‘It is 
charged that during 1879 Capt. Howgate several times filled 
out vouchers purporting to be for telegraphing bills, but 
which were fraudulent—once to the amount of $12,600, and 
at other times for $11,800, $4,000, and $12,100, altogether 
making $40,500. Special Agent A. B, Newcomb, who has 
been working up the case, says it is probable that many simi- 
Jar amounts will be discovered, as the investigation covers 
only a short time, and there is yet much ground to go over. 
Capt. Howgate at the time of his arrest was under treatment 
for sciatica and was in a very precarious condition. He is a 
Michigan man, having been postmaster at Rome, Mich., be- 
fore the war.” 

A Washington despatch of Aug. 17, to the N. Y. Tribune, 
says: Capt. Howgate is sick at his residence on Thirteenth 
street. A deputy marshal has him under surveillance, and 
will remain at the house. Until some action is taken in the 
case no communication with him is permitted from the out- 
side. A preliminary hearing will be had before Judge Bundy 
in a few days. The investigation of the accounts of Capt. 
Howgate is still in progress, and those conducting the exam- 
ination feel satistied that they have discovered sufficient to 
show not only malfeasance in office by that official, but such 
malfeasance as will warrant and sustain criminal prosecution. 
They declare that they have found vouchers raised from the 
original amonnt, and nothing to account for the change, or 
to show what became of the increase. Recently, in examin- 
ing the papers that passed through Capt. Howgate’s hands, 
they came across two vuuchers which have a significant bear- 
ing upon that official’s conduct in some other respects. 
Among the vouchers has been found one by which a woman 
is paid $350 “‘for services rendered.” The examiners have 
been unable to find what service this person rendered the 
Government, or when or how she was employed. A series 
of vouchers bearing the name of another woman were also 
found, the account being stated simply for services rendered 
and covering a period of nine months at $75. What was 
the nature of the work performed vo record about the office 
disclosed; neither can the employees furnish the desired in- 
formation, as they have no recollection of any such person. 
Nevertheless, she managed to secure $675 of Government 
money. These are only “incidentals ” iu the account agains: 
Capt. Howgate. The main charge is for embezzlement 
amounting, as far as is yet ascertained, to batween $40,000 
and 350,000. Capt. Howgate says he can explain everything 
when the proper time comes. 

On Thursday, Capt. Howgate appeared before Judge 
Bundy, United States Comuiissioner, to answer the charges 
preferred by Gen. Hazen of embezz'ing $40,398.12 while

| THE GERMAN NAVY. 


‘“*Evropgan nations do not ridicule the idea of 
the United States becoming a naval power. Though 
the vessels of the American Navy are few in number 
and mostly of obsolete pattern, the world knows that 
this country bas an unusuully fine set of officers of un- 
doubted efficiency and bravery. Any nation can build 
ships but good officers are not easy to make.” 

These were the words of Commander Mersing, an 
Officer of the German navy, in conversation with a Z'ri- 
bune reporter recently. ‘i‘he Commander has been sent 
to this country by bis Gevernment for the purpose of 
studying the recent inventions in naval warfare intro- 
duced here. When asked for some facts in regard 
to the German navy, Commander Mensing spoke as 
follows: 

** When I entered the Imperial navy in 1860, it con- 
sisted of one steam corvette, one sailing corvette, two 
sailing frigates and a few smaller vessels. Soon after 
Prussia tcok upon herself the task of protecting the 
commerce of Germany, though the other German States 
did not contribute toward the maintevance of her navy. 
‘ Even at that time,’ I afterward heard Count von Moltke 

say, ‘ Prussia had taken upon herself to be the sword 
and shield of Germany.’ Prussia having no available 
place for a port, bought from the Grand Duchy of 


Oldenburg a strip of land on the North Sea, and began 
the construction of Wilhelmsbafen. This naval station

MANAGING PACK TRAINS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journai : 


Sir: The corona, which I merely mentioned in my 
last communication on this subject,* is of so much im- 

rtance in a pack train that I shall describe it more 

ully. It is composed of four plies of blankets, sewed 

together and lined with light canvas; it is wider than 
the Aparejo, but not.so long. The outer blanket is 
usually of a bright red color, on which the number of 
the Aparejo is sewed in large figures of light leather. 
After the rigging has been taken off the corona is re- 
moved and placed double on top of it, with the figures 
up. Oa the halter of the mule, which is fixed perma- 
nently on its head, the packers, after fitting an Aparejo 
tu his back, cut the corresponding number in the strap, 
which passes over the jaw. By means of this arrange- 
ment each mule has the one placed on him, which has 
been adjusted to fit his back; and thus when working, 
even at night, there is no liability to make mistakes. 

The usual number of mules in a train is thirty seven, 
thirty pack, and seven riding animals. 
taught us that this is the most convenient number, and 
is therefore generally adopted. To cack train is added 
a bell mare. Persons who are acquainted with the 
peculiarities of mules are aware of the extraordinary 
affection they entertain for a gray mare. 
to save the inconvenience of driving-and to keep the 
mules together, make use of one with a bell attached to 
her neck, and the mules when working at night, or in 
deep and crooked trails, where they cannot see the mare 
abead, will follow perfectly contented within hearin 
distance of it; but woe to the unfortunate packers if, ; 
by any accident, the bell ceases to be heard by the 
mules.

less time than it takes me to describe it. The mule, 
on getting away, starts after the bell, and by the time 
the packers have mounted their saddle mules and over- 
taken him, he will have regained his position in the 
train. On arrival at camp the loads are taken off, 
Aparejoes removed and placed in a row, the mules 
turned over to the guard, and everything belonging to 
the train so arranged, that no matter how dark the night 
may become, there will be no confusion in case of their 
being ordered to move. At night the bell mare is pick- 
eted, and the mules will graze around her all night, 
without ever wandering far enough from her to be be- 
yond the reach of the sound of the bell. 

To a train of a pack animals eight men are usu- 
ally allowed, six packers, pack master, aud cook. Be- 
fore writing further, I wish to say a few words about 
the packers. A man to become thoroughly competent 
must have at least three years’ practical experience; every 
year’s additional experience will add materially to his in- 
trinsic value. His abilities require to be so varied, that he 
must be competent to perform the duties of veterinary 
surgeon, farrier, harness maker, and cook—one who 
can roll himself up in a gunny sack with the thermo- 
meter at zero and imagine thut he is w:irm, at least be 
able to sleep. His constitution must be strong enough 
to enable him to work hard, for a month or more at a 
time, with but six hours’ sleep, sometimes less, out of 
the twenty-four. He must be able to get out of bed at 
any time, no matter how cold, wet, or miserable his 
surroundings may happen to be, and go at once to work, 
not merely mechanical work, but such as requires the 
stealy application of his intelligence. The greatest 
difficulties which he will have to overcome present 
themselves when travelling over a country destitute of 
water. The mules on such occasions become frantic, 
and therefore almost unmanageable. The packer’s du- 
ties thus become doubled, whilst he himself is suffering 
from the want of both food and water. 

A mule is supposed to be able to pack from 200 to 250 
pounds, travelling at an average rate of twenty-five 
miles per day. 6,750 pounds of supplies can thus be 
taken by the ordinary pack train through any place or 
over any mountain across which a troop of cavalry can 
wind their way. On the road the mules are always up 
with the command; there is no stoppage or delay, no 
double teaming on bad hills, or bogging of wheels, so 
calculated to retard the progress of a command when 

travelling with wagons. The road has not to be repaired, 

or bridges thrown over gullies; if the cavalry horse can 
scramble over, the mule can follow with comparative 
ease. In an Indian country the hostiles can see the dust 
of a wagon train in daylight almost as far as they caa 
detect a fire at night. The amount of dust raised by a 
pack train is so small as to be almost imperceptible at a 
moderate distance. Another not unimportant factor in 

favor of the success of the command in stealing a march 

on hostiles is the absence in the pack traix of all noise, 

which is the usual accompaniment of a wagon train, 

such as the cracking of whips and rumbling and creak- 

ing of wheels. 

Absolutely, transportation of material by means of a 
pack train is more expensive than that by means of 
wagons; but relatively, when the advantages of the 
former are compared with the disadvantages of the 
latter, in the grand aggregate, the expense of the pack 
train is light when compared with that attending the 
use of wagons. I have learned by experience that old 
officers who were opposed to the system before they 
saw its working, became its warmest advocates after 
they had made a scout with one. 

I bave often thought, in reading of the Afghan war, 

that the English army is away bebind ours in its mode 
of transportation. In one woodcut which I saw, repre- 
senting au English force toiling up the rugged slopes of 
the Hindoo Koosh, with the enemy apparently perched 
above them, I pictured to myself how quickly a colonel 
under whom I operated last year in the Victoria cam- 
paign would have started his forces, the pack trains 
loaded with Hotcbkirs, howitzer, and Gatiing guns, and 
in the morning have found himself intrenched on the 
summit of the mountain, in complete command of the 
enemy’s position. Yours, Rooxy.

Muuirary Inventions.—The following patents for military 
inventions have recently been granted : 








To John Ericsson, New York, for a submarine gun, and for 
means of adapting submarine guns to ships. 
To Alired res, Essen, Germany, for mounting ordnance 


is an immense artificial basin in which fleets can ride at 
anchor. It is connected with the sea by a canal one 
mile long. Here are shipyards and docks, constructed 
on a large scale and of the most approved pattern. The 
basin was excavated at a large expenditure of money 
and labor and it was opened in 1869. In the war with 
Denmark in 1864 most of the Prussian ports were block- 
aded by the Danish fleet, and a strong popular feeling 
arose in favor of a larger navy. The government did 
all in its power to build one, but had very little money 
at its disposal forthe purpose. The peuple presented to 
the government a vessel of the Monitor pattern, the 
Arminius, and the government purchased a steam ram, 
the Prince Adalbert. Three other large ships were af- 
terward built, the Konig Wilhelm, Prinz Friedrich Cari, 
and Aronprinz. ‘The results of the Danish war gave us 
the harbor of Kiel, une of the best in the world. It has 
deep water for five and one-half miles, there is no tide, 
and the harbor is open nearly all the year rcund. 

‘Ta 1866 came the German Confederation, and with 
it the means to build a navy. As soon as the docks 
were so far advanced as to enable the government to 
build iron ships, three large steam frigates were built. 
They were of 4,200 tons burden, and had engines of 
5,400 horse power. They carried two 400-pound riflea 
Krupp guns in their turrets, aad two 200-pound guns on 
the bows and peop. At the same time was begun the 
construction of several iron-plated wooden ships, which 
were intended for cruisers. They were to carry eight 
rifled gaos. They were not ready when the war with 
France broke out, so that Germany had no chance to 
meet on the open sea the naval power of the Third 
Napoleon. The French navy kept up the blockade of 
the Prussian ports, until the reverses on land rendered it 
useless, with great spirit and skil], on the most dangerous 
coast in the world, aud through a season of storm and 
tempest such as that region has seldom seen. On the 
payment of the French indemnity a portion of it was at 
once applied to the construction of more vessels. Then 
were built the Aaiser and Deutschland, two first-class 
iron frigates of 4,500 tons displacement, and having 
engines of 8,000 horse power. They mount eight guaos 
en port, one at the bow, a 400-pounder, and one 200- 
pounder in the stern. There were also constructed four 
iron ships with eighteen inches of armor, 5,000 tons dis- 
placement, engines of 5,600 horse power, all heavily 
armed, and eight smaller iron vessels, carrying 1,000- 
pound guns at the bow aud having a tonnage of 780 
tons and engines of 700 horse power. These were all 
armored with eight inches of iron. 

** Thus the German navy consists at present of twelve 
first-class iron frigates, the small monitor Arminius, 
eight iron gunboats, fifteen cruisers, ten of iron and five 
of wood, seven sloops-of-war, three composite ships 
(iron and wood), besides several yachts, fifteea smaller 
gunboats, three tenders, eight torpedo boats, two trans- 
ports, and several ships used in training boys and mid- 
shipmen. These, with the exception of a few under- 
guing repairs, are always kept ready for sea. We are 
now building four sloops-of-war and three gunboats. 
The entire navy is armed with rifled guns of heavy 
calibre. When the ships now building are finished we 
shall have as large a navy as is cousidered necessary for 
Germany under present circumstances. The German 
navy is perfectly organized and thoroughly disciplined. 
This is due mainly to the exertions of Admiral von 
Stosch, wh) was charged by the Emperor with the duty 
of organizing the uavy. Under his mauagement what 
was before only a collectionof ships becamea thoroughly 
disciplined and united navy. 

“T have just returned from a four years’ cruise, and 
in that time have not lost a single man by desertion. 
Attached to the German navy is a special corps which 
has charge of the coast forts and the torpedo service. 
It is, | think, the most perfect in the world. The 
American torpedo service has a very high reputation 
in Europe. 

‘* Officers for the navy are commissioned as midship- 
men aud sent to sailing frigates for six months. Then 
they go to a naval school similar to the one at Anna- 
polis, where they stay for six months longer. They are 
then transferred to a guuboat fur ashort time. After 
that they are sent on a two years’ cruise around the 
world. Returning to the naval school at the end of the 
cruise they stay there for nine months when they are 
examined for promotion as sub iieutenants. All this 
time they are being instructed by professors appointed 
for the purpose. ‘Then there is the Naval Academy, 
which is open to officers of the navy on competitive ex- 
amination who have distinguished themselves ia the

service, and where instruction is given in a great variely 
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of studies. Every seaman who has been for ore year 
at sea belongs to the navy, and he is obliged to serve in 
it foratime. There are training schools fur boys, who 
serve three years in barracks and two years afloat. 
Upon the introduction into the navy of any new arms, 
all those who have served in the navy are drafted for a 
couple of weeks to learn how to use them. ‘I'he navy is 
at present officered by one admiral, one vice-admiral, 
three rear-admirals, twenty-five captains, fifty com- 


manders, eighty-four lieutenant-commanders, one hun- | 


dred and fifty-five lieutenants, one hundred and twenty- 
eiglit sub-lieutenants, and one hundred midshipmen.” 
The Commander said that one of the things he 
desired to investigate while in this country was the 
working of the Mullory propz2ller, now being tried on 
the Alarm. His attention was called to it by a paper 
read before the Royal United Service Institute in Lon- 
don, by Professor White, of the British Naval Aca- 
demy.—N. Y. Tribune.

In response to the general inquiry for information regard- 
ing the arrangements for the coming celebration at York- 
town, Virginia, iu October next, the following is published 
for the infurmation and guidance of all concerned : 

Tnesday, October 18; Wednesday, 19; Thursday, 20; and 
Fridiy, 21, 1881, bave been fixed upon as the days of cele- 
bration ; a programme of the ceremonies for each day, of 
which will be published in due time. Present advices pro- 
mise a military representation from nearly every State in the 
Union—inany States sending full regiments—together with 
the Governors of most of the States, accompanied by their 
staffs, and distipguished citizens in large numbers. “For the 
reception aud proper comf:¢t of the latter, a building is to 
be erected, the arrangement of which will be lster announced 
if deemed necessary. It being desirable that all the military 
organizations should be comfortably e-t:b!ished before the 
ceremonies begin, so that, so far as possible, confusion may 
be avoided during the ceremonies, it is urgently requested 
that all organizations intending to participate, arrange to be 
on the ground not later than Saturday, the 15th October, 
and notify this oftice of their intention to be present before 
the 10:h September next. To those who report later than the 
la-t mentioued date no guarantee of a comfortable camping 
place can be made. 

THE ENCAMPMENT. 

The Commission prop»se to establixh a military camp on 
the south bank of the York river, near the town of York- 
town, and as nearly as practicable on the ground occupied by 
the allied troops during the siege of 1781. The camp will be 
under the command of Major-General Winfield S. Hancock, 
U. 8. A., and will be governed, so far as may be practicable, 
by the rules and regulations of the Army. While it is the 
intention of the Commission to farnish tents to shelter the 
whole command, it is questionable whether the limited 
amount of canvas placed at its dixposal by the Government 
will meet the demand, owing to the large numbers expecte i 
to participate in the celebracion. Organizations, therefore, 
having tents at their disposal, or within their requisition, ure 
recommended to bring them with them. E:rly advice should 
be given this office upon this point, in order that those un- 
provided with shelter may be promptly supplied upoa the:r 
arrival, 

Water for drinking and ccoking wi'l be provided in reason- 
able quantities and ut as convenient points as possible. Fuel 
to a suflicient amount for cooking purposes will be provided 
by the Commission, The troops from each State will, as far 
as practicable, be located together. 

A post-office will be located on the grounds, also a tele- 
graph office, with connection to all points. The camp will 
be lighted by night with electric lights, aud no effort will be 
spared to make the encampment as complete and enjoyable 
as the means and facilities at the command of the Commis- 
sion will permit. 








THE YORKTOWN CELEBRATION. 


Yorktown CENTENNIAL CoMMISSION, 


SUBSISTENCE. 

The Commission finds it wholly impracticable to provide 
or arrange for the subsistence of the organizations vi-iting 
Yorktown. The soldiers of the Regular Army will be pro- 
vided with the regular ration, and ist is recommended that 
militia organizations, so far as may be porsible, come pre- 
pared to establish company messes on the grouud. In such 
event, the more important elements of the ration, such as 
bread, siit meats, salt. pepper, vinegar, sugar, candles, etc., 
should be brought with them, also cooking utensils and 
dishes. The situation of Yorktuwn, in the near vicinity of 
the finest fishing grounds, oyster beds, aud market gardens 
in the country, affurds peculiar facilities for the abundant 
supply of edibles of the largest and chvuices variety at the 
most reasonable rates. At the same time no objection exists 
to the employment of c.terers or to special arrangements 
being made with any of the restaurants or hotels on the 
grounds to furnish meals to companies or regiments. 
Caterers who will send their addre:ses, and the extent of 
their ability tu furnish meals, to this ottice, will be placed ia 
communication with Drganizations desiring to obtain sub- 
sistence in this manner. 

HOW TO REACH YORKTOWN. 

Yorktown is situated on the south bank of the York River 
(York county, Va ), about twelve miles from its mouth, about 
the same distance from Williamsbarg, and twenty-four from 
Fortress Monroe. There is at present no rail to or near that 
point, and the probability of the Chesapeake and Ohio road, 
which expects to reach Newport News before October, ac- 


complishing its project, or, as is further rumored, laying a |} 


branch track to Yorktown to accommodate the occasion, is 
too remote for calculstion in a problem that demands cer- 
tainty as its most important factor. Should this project be 
accomplished within a reasonable data, the fact will be an- 
nounced from this office in time to enable organizations to 
avail themselves of it. The nearest railroad centres are— 
Richmond, Va.; Washington, D. C.; Baltimore, Md., and 
Norfolk, Va.; aud from each of these points water trapsport- 
ation to Yorktown can be procured if arranged for in proper 
tims. Any specific information desired as to routes will be 
che> fully furnished. Quartermasters of organizations, by 
}la:ug themselves in communication with this oftice, wiil be 
put in possesrion of any information regarding railroad and 
steamboat rates, etc., that may be within its knowledge. 
REPORTING. 


There is ample room for the anchorage of vessels of th 
greatest depth in front of Yorktown, and wharves of sutti 
cient capacity for the landiog of troops will be provided. All 
Vessels with troops on board should, upon arrival within the 
harbor, repoit their arrival at once to the harbor master, 
who will indicate the place and time of landing. The com- 
Officer should, after landing, accompanied by his 








adjutant and quartermaster, report at once to the General 
commanding the camp, and until he has received orders to 
disembark his command no man should be allowed to leuve 
the vessel. Having been assigned its position in the camp, 
the command will be governed from such moment by the 
rules and orders laid down by the Commanding General for 
the order and discipline of the camp. The wharves will have 
depth of twelve feet at mean low water at their fronts, with 
| an average rise of tide of three or four feet, but the keels of 
{transports will probably tind fourteen to seventeen feet 
| under them, so rapidly does the water deepen. The wharf 
accommodation will of necessity be somewhat limited in ex- 
jtent, and no vessel can be allowed to remain at a wharf 
, longer than the time necessary for the landing of personnel 
‘and material. The disadvantage of postponing an arrival 
‘until the morning of the first day of the ceremonies is 
obvious. 
It cannot be too strongly urged upon the Adjutaats- 
i General of States, and the commanding officers of troops 10- 
; tending to participate in the ceremonies, the emiuent pro- 
priety of giving notice of all arrangements and changes 
| attending their preparations, and of calling for any informa- 
tion concernii g the celebration that may in any manner aid 
in rendering the occasion worthy the great event it is de- 
signed to commemorate.

MONUMENT TO BENTZ THE BUGLER. 
West Pornt, N. Y., Aug. 16, 1881. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir: I would like to avail myself of the columns of your 
paper to inform the contributors to the Bentz Monument. 
Fund, that the monument has been purchased and set up. 
It is of zinc bronze and about seven feet high, consistiag of 
a four sided column or spire, about three feet six inches 
high, with drapery about the top, mounted upon a square 
column twenty inches high, which in turn rests upon the ne- 
cessary and appropriate bases and sub-bases, required to 
make the total height above specified. Upon the base 
proper, or ‘the plinth,” on the side towards the grave, in 
large letters, are the words. ‘‘ Old Bentz,” and on the oppo- 
site side the words, “The Bugler.” Upon the ‘‘middle tablet,” 
next the grave, is the following: ‘ Lours Bentz. Born In 
1806. Diep Juty 97H, 1878. 45 YEARS A SOLDIER IN THE U. 8. 
Army, 32 YEARS A BUGLER AT THE U. 8S, Minirary AcaDEmy.” 
On the opposite side of the same, and above ‘THE 
BuGuer” (un the base), the ‘‘middle tablet” contains an exact 
fac simile, in bronze, of the old bugle. One of the other 
middie tablets contains the cast of an hour glass, and the 
inscription, ‘‘Erected by Graduates of the Military Academy.” 
The last of the four ‘‘1iddle tablets” contains a cast of a 
United States flag and the inscription, *‘To the memory of 
a faithful soldier.” 

All who have seen it are well satisfied with it. as marking 
the last resting place of an old man, whose daily life was so 
well known to so many of the graduates of the Military 
Academy.

News From THE Corwin.—Capt. Hooper, of the revenue 
cutter Corwin, received intelligence of the discovery of some 
wrecked whalers by Indians ou May 20, and he at once sent 
out a sledge party, under Lieut. Herring, to iavestigate. 
The party landed on Koluchinim Island on June 2 and made 
their way over the ice westward to the mouth of the Wauke- 
rem liver, about 100 miles from Cape Serdze, where they fell 
in with a party of natives, in whose possession were found 
articles taken from the wreck. 

The natives said that the wrecked vessel carried a pair of 
reindver horas at the end of her jibboom. The Vigilant is 
known to have carried such ornaments, and is said to have | 
been the only vestel in the whaling fleet having such, which | 
leads to the conclusion that it was she that was wrecked. | 
Her cabin was full of water, her masts were gone, and four | 
dead bodies were found in her, one of them on a berth, the | 
otbers on the floor. The natives said the bodies looked as if | 
they had been dead ‘* many moons ;” that the skin on their 
| faces was withered and drawn tight. From this description | 

it is surmised that the vessel was wrecked as far back as the | 
| winter of 1879, in the first winter out. 

The sledge party, being unable to go further westward on 
account of the melting snow, proceeded to Cape Serdze, and | 
were picked up by the Corwin on June 29. ‘They travelled | 
in aj] 130 to 140 miles. The last intelligence of the cntter’s 
movements is up to July 9, when sbe sailed from Norton ; 
Sound to Geoulooil Bay, thence to proceed northward to | 
Kotzebue Sound and Poiut Barrow to look after revenue mat- 
ters, and then westward to Wrangel Land before the ice 
closed in the search for the Jeannetie.

| THE FALL MEETING NATIONAL RIFLE ASSOCIATION 


OF AMERICA. 


Tus Executive Committee of the National Rifle Association 
| held a meeting et the residence of Gen. Winfield 8S. Hancock, 
| Governor’s Island, vu Saturday, Aug. 13, for the purposé of 
| arranging the programme of matches and prizes for the fall 
| meeting of 1881. Preseut—Gen. Hancock, Secretary Donald- 
{son, Cul, Cowperthwaite, Major Schermerhorn, and Capt. 
Murpby. The present position of rifle practice in general, 
and the N. R. A. in particular, were most freely discussed, 
and the prospects of a successful fall meeting closely 
scanned. It is we!l known that the action of the Com- 
mander-in-chief, State of New York, in refusing to enter a 
team for the Hilton trophy in 1880. added to the semi-official 
1efusal to continue a!l State team matches, had greatly de- 
pressed the National Guard, and fears had been entertained 
that all military team contests would have to be abandoned, 
The association bad, however, agreed to procure the neces- 
sary prizes, and letters had been received from the leading 
| o'ganizetions, from Buffalo to New York City, stating that 
| tvams from the N. G. of the State would be on the grounds 
| in September next. Added to this were the assurance from 
| rifle clubs and associations, and the National Guard of other 
| States, that individua!s and teams would be on hand to par- 
ticipate in the fall contests. It was thus cleariy seen that

It will thus be seen that all the old matches are retained, 
and with an increased prize list, while up to the present time 
four new matches have been added to the list. The meeting 
will be opened at 9 o’clock a. i. on Tuesday, September 13th, 
with the ever popular Judd match, 200 yards, any military 
rifle, for 35 prizes, while at the same time the short range 
match for the emall bore men, with the same number of 
prizes, will be commenced. The Champions match, 200, 600 
and 1,000 yards, and the Wimbledon Cup contest is again 
offered to the long range men, while the match for the mili- 
tary championship of the United States—in two stag~s—will 

e the enthusastic soldiers, Army and Militia. ‘The con- 
test for the Hilton shield, International military, will this 
year assume larger proportions than on any previous occa- 
sion, and though the Division of the Pacific U. 8. Army will 
in all probability not be represented, there is little doubt but 
that Major Shorkley, with his victorious team of last year, 
will represent General Sheridan's Division of the Missouri, 
and that Col. Litchfield, from the Division of the Atlantic, 
will again try conclusions with the Army and National 
Guard in this contest. Of the States, New York, even if the 
men are forced to use the 50 ca).—gas pipes—will enter a 
strong team, while Massachusetts, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Michigan, and probably Illinois will send teams, All 
of these States, as well as the Army teams, have been sys- 
tematically engaged in practice, so that the match will prove 
a most interesting one. In the Inter-State match for the 
Soldier of Marathon, presented by the Commander-in-Chief 
8. N. Y., ail the above States, and may be with the addition 
of Connecticut, will, no doubt, be represented, while the 
contest for the Army anp Navy JourNnAL Cup will have its 
usual very large number of entries. 

The N. Y. State and Division matches are well provided for, 
Senator William W. Astornobly announcing that in case the 
State authorities decline or refuse to present the usual State 
trophy, he will donate the requisite $500, in order that the 
match shall go on. Added to this most generous offer, it is 
ex ed that the great railroad companies of the State, 
Erie and New York Central will, in recognition of the prompt 
and efticient aid rendered them by the National Guard dur- 
ting the riots of 1877, furnish free transportation to and 
from Oreedmoor to all competing teams. The value of a 
th h course of rifle instruction to the State troops is 
appreciated by the railroad corporations, and they will not 
be found wanting when called upon. For the division 
matches, Ist and 24, through the generosity of the division 
and brigade staffs and commanding officers of regiments, the 
trophies in both these contests have been secured, and we 
trast that every organization in New York and Brooklyn will 
be represented in the matches. 

Of the new ~~ that of the Military team contest is 
the most prominent. It is at 200 yards, teams of five. Next 
is the American champion short range match, teams of four, 
at 200 and 300 yards, open to military and rifle clubs for a 
trophy valued at $250 and cash $250, while the short and 
9 range matches, open to everybody, will tend to keep the 
men busy when not engaged in the regular contests. The 
closing match of the meeting will be for the prize donaced 
by Mr. William R. Travers, and cash presented by Gen. Han- 
cock. It is designated the ‘“Skirmishers Match,” from 600 
to 200 yards and return, and will be a strong test of the 
nerve and judgment of distances of the Army and National 
Guardsmen. The meeting, as far as matches and prizes, 
promises to be the best ever given by the National Rifle As- 
sociation, while from the numerous letters of inquiry and 
assurances from States, clubs and rifle organizations, it will, 
no doubt, be one of the best attended ever held on the 
Creedmoor range.

The weather con- 
ditions were of the very best, light good, and wind most 
favorable.

Barrery E, lst New York Drviston.—Fifteen members 
of this organization cecupied the Creedmoor range for sec- 
ond practice on Thursday, Aug. 11. The squad reached the 
range at 9.20 a, m., the Brigade Surgeon, Dr. W. M. Fleming, 
being the only commissioned officer present. As ugual, the 
Division I. R. P. was absent, and though Capt. Robbins, of 
the 7th regiment, had been detailed to perform ‘‘ depart- 
mental work,” his oréers were received too late for him to 
mect the troops at the hour specified. He reached New 
York on that morning just in time to miss the Creedmoor 
train, and had to contented!y await the 10 a. a. train, which 
brought him to the range at 11.15. In the meanwhile, Dr. 
Fleming, the only officer—and he on the Brigade Staff—de- 
clined to supervise the practice, so the Chief of Scorers, 8. 
N. Y., ex-Sergt.-Major Glover, 47th regiment, assigned the 
men to the targets, and the work of the day was commenced. 
The battery has a captain and two lieutenants, the extra 
duty of the day was at their special request, and we trust 
that the division commander will require a full explanation 
of the reason of their delinquencies. The rank and file of 
the National Guard are enthusiastic on the subject of rifle 
practice, and are ready and willing, on all and every ceca- 
sion, to report for the duty, but when they find their officers 
lukewarm, or unwilling to perform their share of the work, 
they mdeed may be excused for “ growling” and complain- 
ing of extra work and neglect.

TarrTEENTH New York, Brooxiyn.—Like their sister 
orgauizations on the other side of the big bridge, the regi- 
ments of Brooklyn having been ordered for but one day’s 
compulsory practice at Creedmoor this year, insisted on a 
second day’s work, even at their own expense. Monday, 
Aug. 15, was assigned to the 13th regiment, and at 9.20 a. m. 
on that morniog 109 officers and men of that regiment re- 
ported on the range, under the command of Major Tyron, 
with Capt. Babcock, regimental L. R. P., in charge of the 
practive. Major Weber, brigade I. R. P., supervised the 
shooting, and Dr. Terhune represented the Medical Depart- 
ment. Without unnecessary delay—no guard having been 
told off or mounted—the class practice was commenced, tar- 
gets being opened at the four ranges, 100, 300, 200, and 500 
ards, the new rule relating to officers’ targets being fol- 
owed.

86. During this practice the weather was warm and dry, 
with a dull a covered by drifting clouds, and a wind stron. 
from about XI. o’clock, every condition ia favor of the so!- 
diers. 93 men shot im the Ist class practice, 200 and 500 
yards, of whom but 4 qualified, 2 field aud staff and two in 
Company A. This was a demoralizing state of affairs for a 
command whese boast is that everything it undertakes to do 
is done well; so six of the companies were given a second 
trial, the result being the qualification of 8 more men, or 12 
out of 128 men, shooting 1n two practices, as follows: Field 
and staff pans 5; qualified, 4; Co, A, 9—1; B, 7—2; 
C, 17—3; D,12—1; E, 15—2; F, 18—0; G, 31—0; H, 4—0; 
I, 6—0; K. 4—0. Lunch was had between these trials of 
skill, and at the close, the inspectors deeming it a sheer 
waste of ammunition to allow another trial, eight of the 
companies were formed in front of the long targets, at 200 
yards, for the firing in mass, Companies H and K being 
thrown out for waut of a sufficient number present for this 
duty. The shootivg iu this practice was carried out under 
the strict letter of General Orders 15, A. G. O., the men be- 
ing prompt to obey the orders of their officers, and every 
motion ot load, ready, aim, fire, being strictly adhered to. 
In the firing by volley Co. B hvid the lead, for, with 6 men 
shooting, they rolled up a score of 108, an average of 3.60 
in tueir thirty rounds; Thile by file Co. C was top, for, with 
10 men shooting 50 rounds, they sec a score of 140, au 
average of 2.80 per shot. The detachment, with 73 men 
shooting by volley 365 rounds, secured a score of 967, an 
average of 2.38 per shot, while by file, with 72 men firing 
360 shots, they made 842, ar average of 2.06 per shot. The 
result of this mass firing was as foilows: 
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The practice was closed at 4 P. m., and at 5.30 the troops 
left the range. The discipline during the day was of the 
very best, and Major Tyson, for a first time in command, 
proved himself fully equal to the occasion. 


SEVENTEENTH Sep. Co., Fiusuine, N. Y.—Captain Miller, 
two lieutenants, and fifteen men of this company reported 
on the range at Creedmoor for class practice—second day— 
at 9.20 a. m. on Friday, August 12. As with the organiza- 
tion from the Ist Division, Battery E, on the 11th, there was 
a prevailing absence of Inspectors of Rifle Practice, and 
though the infantry company had their officers for duty,

R. P., no doubt deeming it 4 sheer waste of time to spend 
‘a day at Creedmoor with a squad of men. General Jourdan 





is a conscientious officer, never failing in bis share of duty, 
and it is to be hoped that the neglect on the part of two 
members of his staff during this very important work will be 
inquired into. The annual duty required from the officers of 
a division staff is, indeed, small, and they should be held to 
a strict account for what must be termed a direct failure to 
obey the orders of their chief. The detachment was present 
on the range according to orders, and but for the suggestion 
of the chief of scorers, they might have had their visit for 
nothing, for without the I. R. P. and surgeon Capt. Miller 
hesitated as to his power to commence the practice. Serzt. 
Glover advised the detailing of Dr. W. T. Miller, one of the 
scorers, as surgeon of the day, and for the good of the ser- 
vice the captain commanding went on with the practice, tak- 
ing the chance of having the records throwa out for a non- 
compliance with General Orders from the Adjutant-General's 
Office—the I. R. P. not being present to supervise the prac- 
tice. One officer and seven men shot ia the 2d class, 100 and 
300 yards, six qualifying on the first and two on the second 
trial. In the 1st class two officers and fifteen mea shot over 
the 200 and 500 yards, the two officers and eleven of the men 
securing the 50 per cent. on the tirst trial, with an addition 
of four men on second practice. A rest was then taken for 
luoch, and at 2.45 p. m. the squad was reformed for the firing 
in mass. During this practice the record of the command 
was exceilent, the fires, both volley and file, being delivered 
in splendid shape, while the positions, both standing and 
kneeling. plainly proved that Capt. Miller was not neglectful 
of the instruction of his men during the wiater’s drill season. 
Fourteen men shot in this mass firing, putting in seventy 
shots with the following result: Volley—19 bull’s-eyes, 24 
ventres, 13 outers; total hits, 56; score, 217. File—22 bull’s- 
eyes, 9 centres, 15 outers; total hits, 46; score, 176. At the 
close of this practice those who had failed in the morning's 
class practice were again sent to the targets, and at the close 
of the day all had qualified. The shooting strength was 17, 
and 17 qualified, 100 per cent. This excellent record can be 
understood when it is remembered that small bodies of men 
get more care and attention than large ones, and that if 
there is any shoot in them at all they can be pulled through 
the claszes. The squad left the range at 4.45 p.m. The 
weather during the day was warm and dry, clear and with a 
wind, moderate from VI. o'clock. 

Tuirty sEconD New York.—Owing to some mixture at 
Headquarters 2d Division, the special order assigning this 
command an extra day at Creedmoor, for the continuation of 
class ma nee was not received until a very late date, and it 
was then found that it had been assigned in connection with 
the detachment from the 13th regiment. The regimental 
oiders were promptly served on the men, but, unfortunately, 
many of them were not received in time, so that but 35 
members of the command reported on the range, with Lieut.
